|Southern California Grocers As- 
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‘Borrowing’ M 
Expensive to Grocers 


The seemingly innocent act of 
“borrowing” a supermarket cart 
to trundle home the groceries, 
and failing to return it, has 
spawned a ‘‘cartnaping” racket 
with international implications! 
And the staggering loss to the na- 
tion’s grocers is $16,000,000 annu- 
ally, represented by the half a 
million of the $50 to $35 carts 
which never return to their 
“home lots” for a variety of 
reasons. 

In the Bay Area alone, some 
$500,000 worth of supermarket 
earts vanish each year and the 
toll in Alameda county is esti- 
mated at $200,000 by Stanley F. 
Johnson, executive director of the 
Bay Area Grocers Association, 
Inc, The association covers a six- 
eounty area with akout 700 out- 
lets which do about 70 per cent 
of the grocery volume — chains 
and independents. 

Stressing that the vast major- 
ity of supermarket customers 
have no dishonest intent in “bor- 
rowing’ the carts but are often 
discouragingly slow in returning 
them, Johnson said: 

“We all talk about the high 
cost of living and most of us do 
little or nothing about it. But 
here is one instantaneous way to 
cut that cost. 

“Return that ‘borrowed’ shop- 
ping cart! 

“The grocer, at a one per cent 
net profit, which is average, must 
sell $3,000 to $3,500 worth of gro- 
ceries to make up for one mis- 
placed, borrowed, lost. or stolen 
cart. 

“This must be added to 
price of groceries paid by 
consumer.” 

Johnson emphasized that the 
carts are designed for use on the 
supermarket lot only and that 
there are signs to that effect. 

Johnson explained that by 
abandoning the shopping carts in 
gutters, on sidewalks, in garages, 
vacant lots or parking areas, mar- 
ket customers who are conscien- 
tious in every other way, are 
playing directly into the hands 
of the organized “cartnaping” 
syndicate which methodically re- 
trieves the abandoned carts, pain- 
stakingly removes the identify- 
ing marks much as thieves do| 
with stolen guns and then sells 
them in Mexican cities or states 
remote from the area. 

So aggravated have the mass 
thefts of the market carts become 
in the Los Angeles area that the 


the 
the 


sociation has mounted a massive 
crackdown on ‘‘cartnaping” in 
self defense and is spending 
thousands of dollars in advertis- 
ing to ‘‘educate’’ the public. 

Johnson says he fears the epi- 
demic of “cartnaping” with orga- 
nized underworld overtones may 
spread to Northern California 
and cited as proof the faet that 
115 of the market carts were 
stolen from two Berkeley mar- 
kets, a few blocks apart, a few 
months ago. 

Despite the fact that all the 
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ket Carts 


market carts ave plainly marked 
with the store owner's name, 
Johnson observed, these are some 
of the peculiar uses the “bor- 
rowed” carts are put to: 

As portable “incinerators for 
garbage, leaves and. grass; as 
Wheelbarrows; as portable barbe- 
eues, utilizing the basket section 
for the grill; as children’s coast- 
ers; as ‘tote carts’ for newsboys; 
as laundry baskets and carriers 
for garden tools; as ‘beds’ for 
dogs and cats; and as portable 
Storage bins for charcoal and 
barbecue tools. 

Children rip the wheels off for 
coasters or roll the carts into 
creeks and a school maintenance 
man was discovered using one 
for his cleaning materials, They 
are often found in self-service 
laundries, auto wash racks, auto 
repair shops, gas stations, and 
other small businesses. 

And where children use the 
top-heavy market carts for coast- 
ers or other play devices, there 
is a good possibility they may be 
injured or killed by passing 
autos. 

Neighborhood residents dislike 
the abandoned carts. They clut- 
ter the street and are a hazard | 
to pedestrians. 





“This, it seems to me, is a sad 
commentary on the morals and} 
honesty. of some. people who do | 
not hesitate to make use of the, 
supermarket conveniences,” John- 
son observed. | 

In one of the more outrageous 
cases, Johnson continued, a Bur- 
bank man ‘‘collected”’ more than 
1,000 of the expensive carts on 
his property and demanded $2.50 
“ransom’’ for each cart from the 
owners. He did not succeed, 

Johnson pointed out that San 
Francisco and Milpitas have al- | 
ready enacted ordinances making 
it a misdemeanor to remove one 
of the carts from the supermar- 
ket premises without permission 
and violators can be cited and 
face fines, imprisonment or both 
upon conviction. 

There is a distinct possibility 
that similar ordinances will be 
sought here, Johnson added. 

He explained that supermar- 
kets that suffer the greatest 
losses are situated in neighbor- 
hoods where there are many 
apartment houses and there is 
much “walk-in trade.” 

The supermarkets in some sec- 
tions of the country have become 
so plagued with the soaring theft 
rate that they have resorted to 
utilizing anti-theft devices, John- 
son said. One causes the wheels 
to lock when the cart crosses a 
curbing; another locks the whéels 
when the cart crosses a magnetic 
plate embedded in the pavement. 

Volunteer ‘lookouts” ~ have 
come to the rescue of the em- 
battled supermarket industry. 
Johnson says Boy Scouts, mem- 
bers of Boys’ Clubs and even gar- | 
bage men are on the lookout for, 
the missing market carts. |
